',lon"—mranlng a call 
to

priesthood. Wo commonly associ- 
ate this word "call" with preach- 
ing; and it is to be feared that 
many preachers are merely hold-

a "call"—but Moses had a call 
to become a statesman, a nation- 
al as well as a religious leader. 
The "call" Hint awaits listen- 
ing ears today is for deliverers—

think you, will play the more Im- 
portant part In the vital tomor- 
row that Is rushing toward us?

IN C. C. C. CAMPS 


Tho following news release from 


National Headquarters, The Amer- 
ican Red Cross, Washington, D. C., 
relative to tho Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps, has been received by 
Mrs. R. B. Mitchell, executive sec- 
retary, Navarro County Chapter, 
American Red Cross: 
Congress by Act approved June 


28, 1937, has extended tho life of 
the 
Civilian Conservation Corps 


"for the period of three years after 
July 1, 1037, and no longer." The 
number of enrollments authorized 
Is "not to exceed 300,000 men at 
any one time of which not more 
than 30,000 may be war veterans." 
There Is also authority to enroll 
an additional 10,000 Indians and 
5,000 additional persons In the ter- 
ritorial and insular possessions of 
the United States. 


Enrollees, except war veterans, 


Indians, and those In the terri- 
tories and insular possessions must 
bo unmarried, male citizens of the 
United States, between the ages of 
17 and 23. They must be unemploy- 
ed and In need of employment. En- 
rollments will be for periods of 
not less than six months and re- 
enrollments shall not exceed a total 
term of more than two years (ex- 
cept for war veterans, for whom 
the law sets no llmlation). Com- 
pensation for disabled enrollees Is 
still restricted to traumatic In- 
juries. 


Enrollment 
bugan July 1 and 


will extend to July 31. Veterans' 
applications are handled through 
the Veterans' Administration of- 
fices. Civilians apply to the local 
or county public welfare depart- 
ment.

exploits. 
In 1915-16, when governor, Fer- 


guson startled tho prisoners 
at 


Huntville 
by 
appearing 
unan- 


nounced at their dinner table. At 
first unrecognlzel.he succeeded In 
winning the confidence of several 
and at the end of the meal climb- 
ed on the table and ordered all 
guards out of the hall. The amaz- 
ed turnkeys, fearing for the gov- 
ernor's safety, hesitated. 
But he 
was firm. 
Ho wanted, he 
said, 


to bo left alone with the men. 


After 
tho 
guards 
retired 
he 
"made a deal" with the convicts. 
The prison was crowded. If they 
worked hard and proved them- 
selves worthy he would cut their 
"time" in half. 


That year the cotton pickers av- 


eraged more than 350 pounds a 
day 
where 
formerly 
they 
had 


picked 150. 
Cordwood was chop- 


ped twice as fast. The state made 
$3,000,000 from 
their labors 
and 


"Governor Jim" kept his word, 


Another 
time 
he 
braught 
short-termers to Austin and made 
them a proposition. The recently 
purchased Camp Mabry site was 
a 
mesquite thicket. 
He 
would 


furnish them living quarters, uten,- 
sils and "plenty groceries," and if 
they organized, cleared the land, 
built drainage ditches and plowed 
a field he would give them their 
freedom. 


They "took him up." The guards 
were sent back to tho penltn- 
tiary and in an amazingly short 
time the "straw boss" appeared 
nt tho governor's office and ask- 
ed him to "look their "work over."

First of all you part your hair 


from 
ear to ear straight over 


the top of tho head. If your face 
is thin keep the parting a little 
behind the ear so as to have 
plenty to go forward and curl. 
The back part is neatly shingled, 
but not cropped 
too close, and 


of course the wave is 
put 
in 


while it is wet. The front part 
is cut about five Inches long and 
a light permanent put into it. 


It is then parted on each side 


well above the ears, rolled back 
from the face into two curls on 
either side, one curling around 
the car, the other at tho temple. 
The center part is then combed 
well down over the forehead and 
rolled back into two or perhaps 
three curls. 
The trick Is that 


they seem to be brushed 
back 


well from the forehead, yet act- 


• ually they come down far enough 


so they hide a third to a half 
of the forehead, shortening and 
broadening a hollow face, soften- 
ing harsh features. It's a style 
yon can't follow without naturally 
curly hair or the so-called per- 
manent, for the ordinary water 
wave won't stay In. It's a style 
that lends itself to a lot of varia- 
tions, for if you want you can 
brush these curls high tip off the 
forehead and you can bring the 
side curls well over the face or 
well back, whichever suits j'ou. 
It's easy to do at home with the 
new rollers.
